COUNTY MAP - FIRST STEP IS 
EQUALIZED ASSESSMENTS

Wisely, the Pennsylvania Legis­ 
lature determined that a definite 
knowledge of land and its owners 
was necessary before the County 
could properly embark upon a re- 
evaluation program. 
As important 
and as valuable as the buildings 
may be they are enhanced or re­ 
stricted in saleability by fertility of 
the soil, accessibility to govern-^ 
mental facilities, and the area’s 
demand for building sites. 
The state required a minimal pro­ 
gram of developing a property line 
map, cross indexed to a property 
file and an ownership file. Every* 
county in the Commonwealth has 
interpreted this law to its own needs 
and the limitations imposed by its 
budget so that varying degrees of( 
accuracy have been included in the 
mapping program. Warren County 
has one of the best maps as yet 
examined by its officials and has 
earned the praises of many nation­ 
ally known reappraising firms. 
Henry W. Fuellhart, of Tidioute, 
a consulting engineer, was employed 
by the Warren County Commission­ 
ers in January, 1956. He devised 
his own mapping system based on 
U. S. Geological Survey maps and 
aerial photographs from the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. Ac­ 
curacy was increased by eliminating 
distortion and the end product was 
the 
tying 
together of Warren 
County’s map with all government 
maps including the familiar contour 
varieties. In fact, you may mark 
a location on a topographical map 
and come into the Warren County 
mapping department and determine 
the owner. 
A corps of field workers consulted 
with 
land owners to determine 
property lines.

There has been some irresponsi­ 
ble thinking and talking done in re ­ 
gards.to the proposed Warren swim­ 
ming pool which we sincerely hope 
will not influence those who are en- ; 
deavoring to get the project under-! 
way. This is a facility which will 
serve us many years, and if it is 
wisely done it can be adequate and 
satisfactory. 
Some 
talk as 
though the only 
important point is to start building. 
They would avoid study and prepara­ 
tion, form a drive committee, raise 
the money, and employ a com m er­ 
cial firm to do the job. That is nar­ 
row thinking of the sm allest gauge. 
Much time and thought have been 
devoted to this subject, and none 
should be lost. 
Whether it be a high school, sew­ 
age plant, fire department, ambu­ 
lance service, flood control, im ­ 
proved streets, or any facility or 
service you can name, the O bserver j 
believes it should be preceded by 
wise planning, and that we deserve 
the very best. Apply this to the 
swimming pool and you won’t build 
it in a few weeks or even in a few 
months. 
What would be an ideal and ade­ 
quate swimming pool? Of course it 
must serve the area ’s population, 
thus determining its size. It should 
be used as many hours as possible, 
and it should be of a size and shape 
which will serve us the best in the 
years to come. 
Much of this need not be learned 
the hard way. Others have sweated 
it out before us, and many are sorry 
for their m istakes. A study of their 
troubles and e rro rs will save us 
from costly guess work. 
Y ears ago the Committee on Com ­ 
munity Recreation in W arren began 
the groundwork for planning com ­ 
munity recreation facilities in this 
community. Its first step was to 
associate itself with die National 
Recreation Association. 
This is not a federal group as the 
name leads some to believe. It is 
financed by wealthy people and co r­ 
porations 
who 
for 
years 
have 
realized the problems confronting 
communities faced with providing 
facilities with which to occupy their 
citizens during leisure hours. It has 
made years of study in this field 
and can come up with answers that 
will avoid many problems for those 
who will listen. 
Warren employed this Association 
to make a study of its recreational 
potentials and a plan was prepared 
in pamphlet form into which various 
facilities could be fitted when the 
time came to build them. It was a 
flexible plan which could be adjusted 
to fit die changing scene. 
Now we come to the specific task 
of building a swimming pool and it 
should fit into the long range pattern. 
It should be done with advice from 
those who are informed on the sub­ 
ject, and after a study of previous 
surveys. It also would pay us to visit 
other 
communities 
which 
have 
staged such drives and have built 
swimming pools. They must have 
run into problems we might avoid, 
and their pools must have weakness­ 
es which we could eliminate. 


The O bserver’s approach to any 
community problem is to arrive at 
an ideal. If we can’t afford the very 
best, we should at least start with it 
as a model. B etter to shave down 
from the top than to build up from 
the bottom. You often can save much 
of the best while economizing. 
In this clim ate where swimming is 
limited to an average of about 65 
days, we would consider it ideal if a 
pool were enclosed so that it could 
be used 365 days.' It would be even 
m ore ideal if one side of it faced 
the southwest and could be raised 
for 
sun 
swimming 
in 
the warm 
months. 
About this open side could be built 
an area for relaxing, and in such a 
section you will find the vast m ajor­ 
ity of your swimmers. A small per­ 


centage ever is in the pool. 
However, we would not approve a 
pool which would be too small to a c­ 
commodate the population, and we 
have some doubt that we can afford 
to enclose a pool which would be big 
enough to meet the demand. So we 
may find one portion of our ideal 
shaved down a bit. 
But perhaps we do not have to go 
all the way. Pools are being built 
with plastic tops that allow their use 
about six or seven months a year. 
The top keeps out the cool winds and 
picks up the heat of the sun. This 
certainly is worth a close look. 
Whatever the size the pool is to 
be the dimensions should meet the 
official competitive size approved 
by national associations who control 
m eets. Your young people will want 
to take part in competition and they 
will be handicapped if they constant­ 
ly are swimming in a pool which 
does not meet specifications. This 
is vitally important in a long range 
plan, and involves dimensions only. 
The effect on cost is negligible. 
We believe the pool should be a 
part of the high school. This serves 
two 
purposes, economy and con­ 


structive use. If the pool is close to 
the locker rooms, these can be built 
a bit larger to serve as dressing 
rooms, thus greatly reducing the 
cost that must be added if independ­ 
ent dressing rooms are built. Build­ 
ing the pool on Mulberry playground, 
as some have suggested, seems a 
waste of money to us, when the school 
is so close by and locker rooms can 
be used to serve a double purpose. 
A pool as a part of the school adds 
much to its value. The young people 
of Warren should have the advantage 
of knowing how to swim, an advan­ 
tage that would be worth even addi­ 
tional cost in the lives it certainly 
would save in later years. There is 
no healthier sport. There is no bet­ 
ter body builder. And it is a skill 
that remains with you for life, and 
probably may save a few. 
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much easier to provide. 
We estimate that our average 
m ajor plant is suffering a business 
situation that is thirty to twenty-five 
percent below what it has been en­ 
joying in recent good tim es. Yet only 
about ten per cent of the men have 
been laid off. 
The men know this and they in 
turn are apt to be more cagey than 
usual with their dollars. This has 
been revealed in the buying habits of 
the public during the recession. 
But all of us are confident that 
another twelve months will see a 
m ajor change. And this kind of 
optimism will be strengthened if 
the upturn starts late this year and 
continues into the early months of 
1959. In such a promising situation, 
pledges will be much easier to ob­ 
tain from all levels of the economy. 


should be attached to the high school. 
It can be built next summer, and 
with expected good tim es shaping up 
the money should not be too difficult 
to obtain. But we must do enough of 
this planning immediately if it is to 
be a part of the school. Those plans 
will be approved or disapproved 
this fall, and if the pool is to be 
included we should at least be ready 
for alternative bids . . . with and 
without. In such a case the archi­ 
tect must do his drawing accord­ 
ingly. 
The Observer will support any 
well-planned effort. It will oppose 
unprepared, ill informed approaches 
to the problem with a pool is a pool 
is a pool attitude. We believe we can 
afford the best, and that the best will 
save us money . . . 
and lives. 


And now for the money. We sug­ 
gest that 1959 will be a much better 
year for obtaining funds than will be 
the case this fall. Let us face the 
fact that our area plants are not 
booming and 
those year-end net 
profits can not be expected to be 
I lush. In the lush years, money is 


To summarize. We believe we can 
come mighty close to having the best 
of pools, preferably one that will be 
plenty large enough, will have a sep­ 
arate diving area, and a nearby wad­ 
ing pool.

Payments approved were $66.50, 
substitutes employed at the close 
of the school year; $1,337.50, June 
recreation program; $248.51, spec­ 
ial s e r v i c e s ; $295.24, janitors’ 
overtime; $23,273.72, orders writ­ 
ten during the month for materials 
to begin the next school year. The 
school officials also appropriated 
$ 102.52 to help reimburse teachers 
who were ill beyond the amount 
provided by the state. 
A notice was received by the 
group which listed the market value 
of real estate for the current year 
at $38,364,900. The assessed value 
is 38.6 per cent of this amount. 
The figure is an increase of $481,400 
over last year.

The music comes on discs, which 
suggests what is about to happen to 
the supplies of records people have 
accumulated. It will take a few m il­ 
lion to replace them. 
The results will have to be good, 
and the prediction is that the music 
will be so real that most of us will 
be fighting for new discs and m a­ 
chines, happily ringing many cash 
registers and pleasing all who enjoy 
music by means of tunes in depth, 
and from both directions.

But there are but a few 
neighboring stations who can pick 
them up. O r their double sound is 
wired into such places as restau­ 
rants where the com m ercials are 
eliminated and the music received. 
At the present time the only way 
you can enjoy hi fi radio reception 
is to tune in with two sets. One on 
FM and the other on AM if the local 
station cooperates by playing music 
on both. But this will be changed when 
multiplex is in full bloom. 
The two then will not be needed. 
You will be able to receive all of the 
hi fi results by dialing in FM only. 
In fact it can be done only on FM. 
You still will be out of luck if you 
don’t own a set that can receive 
stereo sound when so broadcast. But 
ingenious men with ways of earning 
money are inventing the answer to 
that one, and in fact already have 
adapters about ready for installa­ 
tion on your radio. 
These will cost about $50. 
The wonderful world ofhifi, qual­ 
ity music is coming up fast and you 
who truly enjoy music that comes 
close to being the same as though 
it were played in your home will 
be able to have it with a minimum 
of effort . . . though perhaps a 
I maximum of dollars. 
They say that the change will be 
even more radical than that between 
the LP and the 78. The quality will 
be so much greater that all of us 
will want new phonographs, and 
radios which can receive multi­ 
plexed program s. 
And those of you have kept pace 
with radio and television probably 
already are aware of what the next 
step will be. Radio needs this shot 
in the antenna, but don’t expect its 
big brother, television, to standstill. 
The television sound is FM. Which 
can be multiplexed, or stereo sound­ 
ed, or however you want to describe 
die new quality. 
The ultimate of the near future 
in television will be pictures in true 
color and music in true sound. The 
world and the concert stage come 
ever closer to your living room.

Flower M a g ic ...

Magic with flowers was perform­ 
ed by Clark Kennedy, nationally 
known floral arranger, when the 
Warren Garden Club presented him 
in a lecture-demonstration program 
last Thursday afternoon at the 
YWCA. 
Lettuce and lilies, onions and 
cherries were among the many un­ 
usual combinations used to demon- 


I 
strate to the audience that other 
garden plants besides flowers are 
useful. Weeds can be beautiful, said 
Mr. Kennedy, so before disposing of 
those bothersome plants take an in­ 
ventory and see what attractive ar­ 
rangements can be made with them. 
One must be daring and experiment 
with contrasting colors and textures 
to create an arrangement which is 
entirely original. And original is the 
word for his design which consisted 
of white delphinium and chrysanthe­ 
mums with lemon leaves placed in 
a quarter of a watermelon. 
One of the loveliest creations to 
be used on a coffee or dinner table ‘ 
contained several amethyst goblets 
in varying sizes filled with tiny 
roses, lilies and sprays of ivy. Add­ 
ing a lavender glow to this arrange­ 
ment were tiny German candles 
floating in several more goblets. 
This was a favorite among the 175 
people watching. 
A helpful suggestion was given for 
decorations at a party where the 
guests are walking around and stand­ 
ing. Flowers should be kept within 
the eye-range of the guests, that 
being between five and ten feet above 
the floor. One idea for this is to 
suspend the arrangement from the 
ceiling or chandelier. 
Although Mr. Kennedy’s work look­ 
ed like magic, the arrangements 
made are easy enough for the ama­ 
teur arranger to create. Imagination 
and patience plus a few flowers will 
produce a surprising and pleasing 
result.

Included is Chapman Dam in Warren 
county, and Lake Pleasant in Erie 
county. 
Also among the eight runs being 
improved for better fishing is one 
in Warren county. This is Blue Eye, 
located in the western part of the 
county, beyond Pittsfield.

PIG SHOOTING TIME 
The woodchuck is out there now 
waiting for you to drill him. And 
many are the boys who enjoy sight­ 
ing a rifle to see how accurate they 
can be at long distances. 
This is fine, if you can be sure 
you are looking at a chuck and not 
the head of a lounging human who 
may be basking in the sun or belly- 
spotting chucks himself. . .or her­ 
self. 
If you are going to shoot a high 
powered rifle at a great distance and 
your target is to be as small as a 
chuck, we suggest you may save a 
human life by also including a pair 
of field glasses in your equipment.

He is legal game the year around, 
but from now until the end of Sep­ 
tember the hours are 7 a.m. to 
6:30 p.m., DST. And you can't hunt 
him on Sunday. You also must have 
a hunting license. 
* * * 
AND CATS, TOO 
Talking about the woodchuck, 
which is apt to be most seen early 
in the morning or at sunset, reminds 
us of the wildcat which has a strong 
appeal for many because he seems 
to be a reminder of the wild past. 
There still are a few cats in Penn’s 
woods, 
as mentioned in a recent 
Game Commission release. 
He is called a cousin of the 
Canadian lynx, which you will not 
find in our woods in case you are 
apprehensive. They are similar in 
appearance, but on a different scale. 
The wildcat is much smaller. 
In fact the average cat today will 
weigh less than twenty-five pounds. 
His feet are big, his legs long, and 
there is a slight tuft on his ears. 
He also has a ruff on the side of 
his head. His five inches of stubby 
tail give him his nickname, bobcat. 
We have not talked with anyone who 
has seen a wildcat recently, and it 
was several years ago that we con­ 
versed with an old gentleman who 
was trapping them. He hadn’t caught 
one. 
The last tracks we saw were in 
the Arnot section, 
and that was 
twenty-five years ago. We haven’t 
done enough rambling in the back­ 
woods portions in late years to speak 
authoritatively on this interesting 
animal. 
The bobcat became so scrace in 
the 1930's that the bounty was re­ 
moved. This was out of respect for 
the hardy hunters who enjoy a good 
cat chase, which takes them into 
really wild and rugged country, and 
is best done with dogs especially 
trained for such work. 
We don’t know of any cat dogs 
in this area today. They are a hardy 
race, usually cross-bred to provide 
a combination of good noses and 
courage. If pure bred hounds are 
used, they have no stomach for the 
business when they get close enough 
to face Mr. Cat. Using hounds the 
hunters usually bring along some 
such breed as a terrier to close in 
on the prey when the scent is warm, 
or the cat moves into view. 
Men who in wilder years did much 
hunting and trapping were not much 
impressed by our native wildcat. He 
was considered a coward in the trap 
who could be knocked off with a rap 
from a trapping axe. A house cat 
on the loose could be much more 
grouble when he stepped into the 
steel jaws. 
So if you are far into the timbers 
some lonely night and hear a weird 
cry, it may be a cat. But don’t 
be nervous. Toss another log on the 
fire and go back to sleep. He wouldn’t 
come close to you if you had the 
soft brest of a quail resting under 
your pillow.

We have had s e v e r a l pictures 
lately of large muskies caught in 
Lake Chautauqua.

fishermen in this area and so few 
of them go after the large ones 
which can be found in our own 
streams. 
There are muskies and pike in 
our own Allegheny, and in the mouths 
of some major steams feeding into 
it, such as the Brokenstraw. We 
once hauled a very nice lunge from 
the mouth of the Brokenstraw and 
we have seen many of them feeding 
in portions of the main stream which 
flows through our towns and past 
hundreds of cottages. 
A muskie weighing ten to twenty 
pounds in that current could give 
every bit as much fun as one twice 
that large in a quiet lake. This goes 
for bass, also. A pound and a half 
or a two-pound fish in the Allegheny 
riffles can take your line on a much 
fancier dance than a four or five- 
pounder in the lake. In fact any 
large bass we have caught in the lake 
felt like pulling in a heavy piece of 
driftwood. 
If anyone catches a good fish in 
one of our own streams, bring it 
to the Observer office. We would 
like the picture.
